A dispatch to the Times from Athens 
says that as soon as Parliament is con- 
voked Venizelos will propose .to the

NEW LIQUOR RULES IN FRANCE 


Put on ales in Cafes 
and Saloons, 

PARIS, June .- M. Malvy, Minister 
of the Interior, as the result of a Cabi- 
net meeting, has addressed to the pre- 
fects of all the departments in France 
instructions to forbid the sale at retail 
of spirituous liquors testing over 18 de- 
grees of alcohol, in cafes and saloons, 
except during the hours when the princi- 
pal meals are served. Adult males can 
procure Jiquors during these hours, but 
women and minors under 18 years will 
be unable to get them at any hour. Bot- 
tled goods may be sold only in two- 
liter quantities, M.- Malvy seeking thus 
to exclude those desiring to purchase 
small bottles. 

Excluded from the scope of the pro- 
posed regulations are beer, wines, cider, 
imitation wines and liquors and all other 
aromatic wines not possessing more than 
18 per cent of alcohol and liqueurs pre- 
pared from fresh fruits not possessing 
more than 23 per cent of alcohol.

RECRUITING IN 
MISSOURI LAGS 


Enlistment Will Have to Be More 
Lively to Fill Quota 


Regular army recruiting today, the 
second day of the week set apart for 
filling the regular army, was less 
lively than it will need to be if Mis- 
souri is to furnish the required num- 
ber of men this week. 

At the beginning of the week, ac- 
cording to a Washington dispatch, 
Missouri needed 938 men to fill up the 
state's quota of 6586 regular army re- 
cruits. The number of enlistments 
in the State since April 1 has been 
5648. 

The greater part of the needed 938 
must come from the St. Louis recruit- 
ing district, which includes eastern 
Missouri.

DRY STATES HAVE 
MAJ@RITY OF SIX 
IN THE SENATE 


Large Portion of 23 Wet Com- 
monwealths Are Without Sa- 
loons Under Option Laws. 


WENTY-FIVE of the 48 States have 

a constitutional or statutory prohibi- 
tion. There are 23 states classified as 
“wet,”’ but of these 21 have local option 
laws, under which saloons have been 
voted out of a large part of their terri- 
tory. The dry states have a voting 
power of 50 in the United States Senate, 
and the dry influence in the wet states 
is strong enough to make itself felt in 
Congress. The dry states have a clear 
majority of six in the Senate. 

The dry states are: Alabama, Arizona, 
Arkansas, Colorado, Florida, ‘Georgia, 
Idaho, Iowa, Kansas, Maine, Michigan, 
Mississippi, Montana, Nebraska, North 
Dakota, South Dakota, Oklahoma, Ore- 
gon, South Carolina, Tennessee, Utah, 
Virginia, Washington and West Virginia, 
with an area in square miles of 1,698,283. 
The wet“ or local option states have 
an area of 1,340,283 square miles. 

A very large portion of the wet“ 
states are dry under local option. Re- 
cent statistics show that not less than 
2,579,863 square miles of territory, or 88 
per cent of the entire area of the coun- 
try, are dry, either under constitutional 
or statutory prohibition or local option. 

Missouri, which is classified as a 
wet“ State, presents an example of 
a State that it territorially 86 per 
cent dry under local option. About 
90 of the 114 counties are dry. Seven- 
ty-five Missouri counties gave a ma- 
jority vote for the very drastically 
dry constitutional amendment sub- 
mitted last November, and the State, 
outside of St. Louis gave a dry ma- 
jority of 5003. St. Louls voted 127,451 
wet, and thus prevented the State 
from going dry. The drys made a 
gain of 87,007 votes between 1910 and 
1916, the two years in which dry 
amendments were submitted. 

There are only two entirely wet 
States inthe Union. They are Nevada 
and New Jersey. Of the 3022 counties 
in the United States, only 786 are wet, 
the others being dry. 

The latest available statistics show 
that 48 per cent of the population of 
the country lives in dry territory, and 
52 per cent in wet territory. This is 
accounted for by the fact that the 
great centers of population are wet. 
Of nine cities with a population of 
more than 500,000, only one, Detroit, 
is dry, and the law has not gone into 
effect there yet. Out of 19 cities with 
& population between 200,000 and 
500,000 only three are dry. Denver, 
Seattle and Portland. Kansas City 
gave a majority for the dry constitu: 
tional amendment last November, but 
no effort has been made since that 
election to vote the city dry under lo- 
cal option.

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COUNEL PREPARE 
1D ACT AT ONG 


Will Recommend to Chief Execu- 
tice Proclamations to Put 
Law Into Effect. 
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PRESIDENT’S POLICY 


Normal Course of Trade to Be 
Interfered With as Little 
as Possible. 


WASHINGTON, June 2%.—The newly 
created Export Council, consisting of 
Secretaries Lansing, Houston and Red- 
field and Herbert C. Hoover, Food Ad- 
ministrator, met today to perfect organ- 
ization and to recommend to President 
Wilson a series of proclamations to 
carry into effect the recent act of Con- 
gress giving the President control over 
American exports. U 

The Council had before it, as a basis 
for its work, President Wilson's state- 
ment, in which he outlined the national 
export policy. The free play of trade 
will not be interfered with,” declared 
the President. “It will only be inteili- 
gently and systematically directed in 
the light of full information with regard 
to the needs and market conditions 
throughout the world and the necessities 
of our people at home and our armies 
and the armies of our associates 
abroad. 

Close supervision over all exports to 
prevent supplies from reaching Germany 
is planned. 

President’s Statement. 

President Wilson's statement of the 
export control policy follows: 

“It is important that the country 
should understand just what is intended 
in the control of exports which is about 
to be undertaken, and since the power 
is vested by the Congress in the Presi- 
dent, I can speak with authority con- 
cerning it. The Exports Council would 
be merely advisory to the President. 

“There will, of course, bo no prohibi- 
tion of exports. The normal course of 
trade will be interfered with as little 
as possible and, so far as possible, only 
its abnormal course directed. The whole 
object will be to direct exports in such 
@ way that they will go first and by 
preference where they are most needed 
and most immediately needed, and tem- 
porarily to withhold them if necessary, 
where they can best be spared. 

“Our primary duty in the matter of 
foodstuffs and like necessaries is to see 
to it that peoples associated with us in 
the war get as generous proportion as 
possible of our surplus; but it will also 
be our wish and purpose to supply the 
neutral nations whose peoples’ demand 
upon us for such supplies as nearly in 
proportion to their need as the amount 
to be divided permits. 

“There will, thus, be little check put 
upon the volume of exports and the 
prices obtained for them will not be 
affected by this regulation. 

No Prohibitive Regulations. 
“This policy will be carried out, not 
by prohibitive regulations therefore, but 
by a system of licensing exports, which 
will be as simply organized and admin- 
istered as possible so as to constitute no 
impediment to the normal flow of com- 
merce. In brief, the free play of trade 
will not be arbitrarily interfered With. 
It will only be intelligently and system- 
atically directed in the light of full in- 
formation with regard to needs and 
market conditions through the world 
and the necessities of our people at 
home and our armies and the armies of 
our associates abroad. 

“The Government is taking, or has 
taken, steps to ascertain, for example, 
just what the available present supply 
of wheat and corn is remaining from 
the crops of last year; to learn from 
each of the countries exporting those 
foodstuffs from the United States, what 
their purchases in this country now are 
and where they are stored; and what 
their needs are in order that we may do 
justice so far as possible to our own 
needs and free stocks, and this informa- 
tion is in course of being rapidly sup- 
plied. 

“The case of wheat and corn will 
serve as an illustration of all the rest 
of supplies of all kinds. Our trade can 
be successfully and profitably conducted 
now, the war pushed to a victorous is- 
sue, and the needs of our own people 
and of the other peoples with which we 
are still free to trade efwectively met 
only by systematic direction, and that 
is what will be attempted.”’

after his return home from the Leg- 
islature.

Dr. Mitchell denied ever having 
discussed the bill with the legisla- 
tive agent, but rcadily admitted hav- 
ing discussed it with the lawyer. 

d Met Lawyer Often. 

He told of having met the lawyer fre- 
quently during the Legislature in hotel 
lobbies and at social gatherings, saying 
that he and his wife and the lawyer and 
his wife often met at social affairs. One 
evening, he said, the lawyer told him 
that there was money on the chiroprac- 
tic bill, and that he, might as well have 
$1000 of it if he would withdraw his op- 
position.

While the correspondent 
was waiting for his train to arrive, 
he sat w'th Dr. Mitchell in a store 
near the Branson railroad station, 
where the two engaged in conversa- 
tion with Sullenger, proprietor of 
the store. Here Dr. Mitchell repeated 
in the presence of Sullenger the gist 
of the statement he had made to the 
correspondent. 

He called upon Sullenger for cor- 
roboration, saying: 

“You know, Henry, I told you about 
that right after I got back home.

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RUSSIAN MISSION, 
RECEIVED IN SENATE 


Bakhmetieff Tells of the Trou- 
bles That New Democracy 
Necessarily Must Face. 


WASHINGTON, June 26.—The Russian 
Mission was received today in the Sen- 
ate, where the Ambassador, Boris A 


Bakhmetieff made an address which was 


greeted with a demonstration equaling 
that in the House last week, when the 
mission appeared there. 

Mr. Bakhmetieff spoke generally as he 
did in the House, pledging Kussia's 
unfaltering adherence to the cause 
of the grand alliance against Ger- 
man autocracy and rejecting without 
qualification a separate peace. 

In part, the Ambassador spoke as 
follows: 

“At this moment all eyes are turned 
on Russia. Many hopes and many 
doubts are raised by the tide of 
events in the greatest of revolutions 
at an epoch in the world’s greatest 
war. The fate of nations, the fate of 
the world, is at stake. 

Jam not going to conceive the 
gravity of the situation that confronts 
the Russian provisional Government. 
The revolution called for the reconstruc- 
tion of the very foundations of our na- 
tional life. The creation anew of a 
country of boundless expanse on dis- 
tinctly new principles will, of course, 
take time, and impatience should not 
be shown in the consummation of 80 
grand an event as Russia’s entry into 
the ranks of free nations. 

Struggle Ia Inevitable. 

We should not forget that in this 
immense transformation various inter- 
ests will seek to assert themselves, and 
until the work of settlement is complet- 
ed a struggle among opposing currents 
is inevitable and exaggerations cannot 
be avoided. Attempts on the part of 


disorganizing elements to take advan- 


tage of this moment of transition must 
be expected and met with calmness and 
confidence. 

Two considgrations make me feel that 
Russia has passed the stage of the world 
when the future appeared vague and 
uncertain. In the first place, is the 
firm conviction of the necessity of legal- 
ity which is widely developing and firm- 
ly establishing itself throughout the 
country This principle is based on the 
fertile democratic doctrine that Govern- 
ments derive their just power from the 
consent of the governed and hence that 
a strong government must be created by 
the will of the people. 

Firm Power Established. 

“My latest advices give joyful con- 
firmation of the establishment of a firm 
power, strong in its democratic pre- 
cepts and activity; strong in the trust 
reposed in it by the people in its abil- 
ity to enforce law and ‘order. 

“In the second place and no less im- 
portant is the growing convictions that 
the issue of the revolution and the fu- 
ture of Russia's freedom are closely 
connected with the fighting might of 
the country. It is such power, it is the 
forcé of arms which alone can defend 
and make certain the achievements of 
the revolution against autocratic ag- 
gression.

What my country is 
striving for is the establishment of 4 
firm and lasting peace between demo- 
cratic nations. Russia is firmly con- 
vi that a separate peace would 
mean the trihmph of German autocracy, 
would render lasting peace impossible, 
create the greatest danger for democ- 
racy and liberty and ever be a threat- 
ening menace to the new born freedom 
of Russia. 


These rumors were due to apprehen- 
sion of the significance and eventful 
processes of feorganization which the 
army was to undergo as a result of the 
emancipation of the country.

At 
the theaters we've had our attention 
distracted from the play which we paid 
good money to see, by the fascinating 
flash of flying fingers and needles. 

Hear Clicks in Movies. 
In the darkened picture theater we've 
been startled at a strange foreign sound 
until it dawned upon us that it was 
only the click-click of Knitting needley, 
not one of those ticking bombs. We've 
long ago ceased to notice as an eccen- 
tricity knitting in public. Indeed, | 
think we are so lost in admiration of 
the knitter's attitude of complete ob- 
livion to the task that we are inspired 
to emulate it. And so we just pretend 
not to notice it at all. At first it was a 
noble cause they were knitting for— 
eomforts for our soldiers and sailors. 
We would not discourage the good work 
by making the modest’ maidens self- 
conscious, and lately we've been in- 
clined to pity and forgive them as if 
it were that they know not what they 
do.

“worthy cause’ an excuse for 
setting aside the honored injunction 
against using a needle on Sunday, in 
the privacy of their own apartments, 
at least.

ROOTSAYSWARCAN | 


BE ENDED NEXT YEAR 


Tells Moscow Journalists Ameri- 
ca’s Purpose in Conflict and 
Its Peace Aims. 


MOSCOW, June 26.—Elihu Root, head 
of the American mission which is visit- 
ing Russia, yesterday received the Mos- 
cow journalists and talked to them on 
discipline in the American army. 

Root explained that the American of- 
ficers either were educated in a special 
military school, or rose from the ranks, 
after passing the required examinations. 
Such a thing as the election of officers 
by the men was unknown in the United 
States. There were no soldiers’ commit- 
tees there and no participation by sol- 
diers in courtsmartial. 

America, continued Root, heartily re- 
joiced at Russia's conquest for freedom. 
One of the chief motives of the United 
States in-entering the war, he added, 
was a desire to fight shoulder to shou!- 
der with the Russian democracy 

Part of U. S. in War. 

The journalists asked whether the 
active intervention of the United States 
in the war would not diminish the ma- 
terial support which that country had 
previously given the entente allies. Root 
answered in the negative, saying that all 
shops working on armament would be 
taken under Government control ard 
their pfoduction greatly increased. 

“Our active participation in the war,” 
he said, will consist of operations on 
land and sea, and the supply to the allies 
of materials, arms and financial sup- 
port.“ Admiration was expressed by 
Root for the conduct of the Russians 
since the revolution. He described his 
notion of a sound policy for war and 
peace. | 

“I consider,” ne said, “that the only 
practical method for obtaining a 
proper conclusion of the war is that 
the entente allies fight with all 
their possible strength, and that the 
populations of the“ allied countries 
support their aims by all conceivable 
means. If these conditions are ful- 
filled I am convinced the end of the 
war will be reached during 1918. 

America’s Peace Alms. 

“Personally, we Americans are 
ready to accept All the interpretations 
of Russia's formuls of peace without 
annexation or contributions; but the 
American people feel profoundly that 
the German empire, in a most out- 
rageous and most infamous form, has 
violated the rights of Belgium and 
Servia, and demand that these rights 
be re-establishad. Undoubtedly there 
are other injustices about which 
America knows little, but which also 
must be repaired. We consider it 
just to.insist on a full restoration of | 
violated rights of possessions and 
also reparation for damages.”

“I do not think we fully appreciated 
the difficulties under which you have 
labored. A study of conditions since our 
arrival reveals those difficulties as far 
greater than we supposed.

Federal Officials Declare That 
Government Will Take Over . 
Mines if Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, June %.—Four hun- 
dred bituminous and anthracite coal 
operators, here to consider reductions 


of coal prices for the Government and 
public, joined in a demonstration of ap- 
proval today when Secretary Lane told 
them the sensible, patriotic and Amer- 
ican thing to do was to put into the 
hands of someone or some small group 
the fixing of a low price on coal. 

Lane minced no words in 
telling the coal men they should be pa- 
triotic enough to forego profits for suc- 
cessful conduct of the war. 

“The success of the country in this 
great war, he said, “rests on you, end 
you are responsible just the same as the 
soldiers in the trenches, Pershing in 
France, or the President in the White 
House. You control the fundamental 
industry. How much vision have you? 
Are you small or big? Are you petty 
politicians or statesmen? The life of the 
nation is at stake and there are greater 
things than making money.” 

Government Operation Threatened. 

Commissioner Fort of the Federal 
Trade Commission told the operators 
it Was certain the Government would 
take over the mines unless they did 
something soon to lower prices. 

T. L. Lewis of the Department of 
‘ustice, who has been conducting inves- 
tigations into alleged Ulegal practices 
among toal operators, reiterated the 
threat that unless something were done 
by the operators to meet the price prob- 
lem more drastic steps would be taken 
by the Government. 

Secretary Daniels said that if the war 
goes on long no man can say he owns 
a gallon of oil or a ton of cotton; it 
must be commandeered for the United 
States.“

Meanwhile extension of Government 
control and price fixing to coal, iron 
and steel and other raw materials dur- 
ing the war was considered today by 
the Senate Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee.

the leadership of Emile Vandervelde, 


Belgian Minister without portfolio, and 
president of the Socialist; Internationale. 
The party covered hundreds of miles 
‘in motor cars, had scores of meetings 
and, enjoying the confidence of both of - 
ficers and men, nad an intimate view or 
the fighting possibilities of the army. 

We left Petrograd sick at heart over 
the endless abstract dircussions that 
were enervating the nation and leaving 
its reserve in shioelsss masses, but on, 
the long stretches of the front we found 
little dissension, and while the soldiers 
even in the front trenches insisted on 
knowing why they should continue fight- 
ing, the discipline was unbroken. 


Every Material for Battle. 
Fraternizing almost stopped by the 
mutual return to hostilities. The Rus- 
sian armies are now completely sup- 
plied with every material for battle, 
and the desire to bring an end to the 
war by victory is sufficiently strong in 
a large part of the army to be able to 
carry the whele tignting force into aa 
offensive, 

So we returned, all convinced that the 
Russian army, despite the revolution- 
ary upheavals, wiil make a decisive f- 
fensive. 
As the influence of Vandervelde is of 
gréat account among the Socialists, we 
were taken to the points on the front 
where the most discussion has taken 
place. Thus we saw the worst side of 
conditions, Yet on the journey cover- 
ing the .Galician, Bukowinian and Ru- 
manian fronts, in more than a million a 
troops was found only one division 
which had refused to obey orders, and 
it had asked only for a delay in doing 
so. This division felt that it had earned 
a rest, but half of the wen broke away 
from those who refused to give implicit 
obedience and went forward, doubly 
eager to fight. They also took with 
them the wagon trains, provisions and 
artillery divisions, leaving the muti- 
neers in a desperate plight. 

This case, which caused a sensation 
throughout the armies of the south- 
west was ended when all but a thou- 
sand of the mutineers returned to the 
colors and the thousand who were un- 
Willing to fight were sent home in dis- 
grace. The rehabilitated division is 
now one of the best organizations at 
the front. We met the first companies 
who had insisted on obeying orders 
sternly hiking to the post assigned to 
them. rs 

Mass Meeting Near Trenches. 

We had an, immense mass meeting 
close to the trenches, attended by the 
men of another division holding a por- 
tion of the line near by. The soldiers 
of this organization had worried them- 
selves by a discussion as to whether 
the Stockholm convention was really 
representative of the Socialists of all 
the nations. 

Vandervelde explained why the Stock- 
holm meeting was really being held in 
the interest of the central Powers and 
showed that the only safety for Rus- 
sian democracy and for Socialism itseif 
lay in defeating the German and Aus- 
trian autocracies. The meeting had 
been a conspicuous success and all 
members of the party were carried by 
the shouting thousands of soldiers back 
to their autos. 

When Vandervelde spoke of America, 
emphasizing that President Wilson's at- 
titude was identical with that of revo- 
lutionary Russia, the soldiers kissed m 
because I was @ compatriot. 

The meeting reached its wildest point 
when a wounded French officer, born 
in Russia, interrupted to tell that he 
had been secretary in the first Duma 
and had been exiled to Siberia, from 
which he escaped a year ago. Com- 
rade! cried thousands, insisting on 
Kissing him. Surely the high Galician 
plains have had a varied history, but 
the Tartars, Huns and Turks never saw 
a stranger gathering. 

Scarcely less strange, from the view- 
point of war, are the public speeches of 
troopa in the conquered cities, announc- 
ing their plan to take the offensive. 
Austrian townspeople attended and 
cheered. 

The wildest meeting was one at which 
an army corpe sent greeting to Presi- 
dent Wilson through Vanderveilde. Its 
highest point was reached when Van- 
derveide spoke of “the two greatest 
democracies.” Here, as everywhere, lit- 
tle Belgium and big America were 
linked. This corps is the famous Ga- 
lictan one, commanded in turn by Gens. 
Brussiloff and Guter.

Joined Democracy Cause. 
Attaching themselves to the cause t 


democracy in the fight against Ger- 
many, they urged continually the grant 
ot immediate self-government for Ire- 
: land. War's distraction encircled them 
and Britain. Ulster remained stron, 
Against them. They were subsequently 
“attacked on the flank by sections of 
impatient young Irishmen, and the revolt 
of Easter, 1915, piled further troubles in 
their way. 
Not for a moment were they weak- 
, ened or unbalanced, and with stead- 
7 fastness and sternness they pursued 
their mapped-out course to secure 
| Justice by constitutional means, re- 
Z fusing to be deflected by disappoint- 
“ment or passion. Ireland was on the 
brink of self-government. Most of 
the old resentment had been dissi- 
pated by determined efforts of the 
| British Parliament on behalf of Ire- 
:

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land, and the Nationalists pledged 
themselves to fight side by side with 
the English in defense of those prin- 
ciples without which Ireland herself 
‘could never fulfill her destiny. 
While the Irish leaders kept up the 
pressure for immediate Home Rule 
they took part in recruting meetings 
and urged Irishment to go and fight 
for the common cause. Political

John Kedmond'’s Work. 
| Mr. John Redmond stands out as the 
~semmanding individuality. For years 
before the home rule bill was passed | 
watched him in the House of Commons 
ritting at the head of his little regiment 
ef members facing the front bench with 
its Cabinet members—scrutinizing their 
every action in so far as they bore di- 
rectly or indirectly on Ireland, pressing 
‘them on a thousand individual pointa 
‘with regard to administration, securing 
by his pressure notable advantages for 
his country, and all the time urging with 
almost deadly inaistence Ireland's clains 
tor self-government. 

Soft words never diverted him. and as 
for threats, the time for them had long 
gone by, for they are and always have 
been less efficacious with Irishmen than 
persuasions. Mr. Redmond was a burly 
vet figure with aqueline nose, firm chin, 
a little, close-cut mustache,. He was a 

‘Cashing youngster when he entered par- 

liament 36 years ago. He is now white- 

haired from his labors, rather stern in 

Visage, as becomes a man who has lived 

a Ute of battle. He is always well 

dressed and generally has a flower in 

his buttonhole. He has a carefully mod- 
oled style of oratory reminiscent ot 
»~ Gladstorre’s times. There is no conver- 
| un tional looseness about him when he is 
addressing the House of Commons. 

In the course of years the British 
Parilament has developed an intense 
f respect for him. Strangely enough 
= for a fighting Irishman he is, so to 
8 speak, one of the fathers of the as- 

sembly. His words are listened to 
with the deepest interest and in re- 
epectful silence whenever he chooses 
to address the House, the Speaker, a 
level-headed English conservative, 
manifests the highest regard for him 
in the course of the proceedings.

Y eareless indeed of the feelings of 
either friend or foe in the pursuit of 
his patriotic ideal, has always maln 
tatned himeelf as a man of honor. of 
character, and one who, in spite of all 
his sternness, never allows himself to 
be carried away by passion or annoy- 
eS ance. 

T have seen him over among his

_ tt wae when the war broke out that 
Mr Redmond probably rose to his 
A greatest height. Forgetful of past 
. differences, oblivious of opposition, of 


; 
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the powers of self-government, which opponents so often have tried to decry. 


success, he rose in the midst of a 
thrilled House of Commons and made 
a short speech which will live in the 
British history and secure the grat- 
itude of generations to come. He 
made a brief reference to past times 
when the sympathy of Nationalists 
was not with Britain in war., and 
said that what had happened in re- 
cent years had altered the situation 
completely. 

“I think.“ he continued, that the de- 
mocracy of Ireland will turn with the 
utmost sympathy to this country in ev- 
ery trial and every danger that may 
overtake it. I say to the Government 
that they may tomorrow withdraw every 
one of their troops from Ireland. I say 
that the coast of Ireland will be defend- 
ed from invasion by her sons, and for 
the purpose the armed Nationalists n 
the South will be only too glad to join 


with the armed Protestants in the 
North. 

Only a great man could have made 
that speech. His fame will resounn 
throughout Europe and America for 
having made it. Since then troubles 
Lave descended on him. Through al! he 
has bérne himself like a man. 

Brother Was Darling of House. 

I turn to Willie Redmond, his younger 
brother, a man who, though consid- 
erably past 50, felt so deeply the causa 
for which the allies were fighting, and 
being by nature a fighter, put on khaki 
end went across to risk his life in the 
trenches and ultimately to yield it up. 
Tt is not too much to say that gallant, 
dashing Willie Redmand was the dar- 
ling of the House of Commons. His wavy 
hair, his bright eyes, his debonnair 
bearing went with the kindest and 
most generous nature. He hurled witty 
Guestions at Ministers. He thrust dag- 
er-like interruptions in speeches of op- 
ponents. He made glowing appeals for 
Ireland in session and out of session, 
hy night and day, through his % years 
in the House of Commons. 

And yet. through it all, bonnie fighter 
as he was, never a sout heard an ungen- 
erous word from Willie Redmond's lips. 
A noble spirit flamed from him. I wus 
in Cork witn him once at an election, 
where enthusiasm was at fever heat. 
I remember how bare-armed working 
women climb3d up into the wagonette in 
which he and I Were seated and put 
their arms around and kissed him in 
sheer love and devotion. That was the 
kind of man who tock a prominent part 
us a Nationalist leader and who only 
a few weeks ago died for his country— 
for Ireland and Britain and their united 
cause.

Personai contact with this army re- 
minds one of the volunteers of the 
French Revolution. There ig the same 
apparent lack of discipline, but the samc 
enthusiasm.

claimed little Belgium and great Amer!“ 
ca. The same manifestations of appre- 
ciation were shown for the Belgian 
workers fighting for liberty with in- 
domitable endurance and for President 
Wilson, who won imperishable glory

[the war, the essential principles of the 
peace of tomorrow. President Wilson's 
attitude is everywhere known in Russia 
and appreciated. 

To sum up my observations of 
course of events at the front: 

1. In the units we visited the spirit 

of the troops ig infinitely better than 1 
would have believed after hearing the 
alarmist rumors in Petrograd. 
2. Any evil conditions are being 
ameliorated rapidly, as the units which 
were doubtful yesterday are good toda, 
and the good become better; as Gen. 
Brussiloff said to us. The Russian army 
has been sick, but is now. in the midst of 
| convalescence.”’ 

3. Besides the propaganda of the ex- 

treme pacifists, who have had things 
their own way, another influence is. now 
working—patriotic citizens, he Black 
Sea sailors, volunteers and members of 
various committees are preaching inde- 
fatigably the necessity of armed resist- 
Jance to the enemy, explaining the revo- 
jlutionary effect on the war and speak- 
ing of the coming offensive. 
Thanks to their efforts, national sen- 
{iment has been awakened and daily n: 
spires more heroic acts by the soldiers. 
It seems to me only necessary to con- 
tinue on the way these missionaries of 
democratic thought have opened to re- 
build steadily the moral force of the 
army.

FIM SHOWS TANKS’ 
RIDING BARBED WIRE 


Ungainly Monsters . Enter- 
ing No Man’s Land in Pictures 
at Columbia. 


, 1 
The most thrilling picture which could 


the interior of a British tank,“ in 
action against a German trench. The 
camera men haven't managed to do this 
yet, but the next best thing is shown in 
the Official British War Pictures, at th: 
Columbia Theater this week. It is a se- 
ries of exterior views of the “tanks,” 
showing their advance over the barbed. 
wire and shell craters of No-Man's 
Land, in the battle of the Ancre. 

It must have been for want of a bet- 
ter name that these great war ma- 
chines were called tanks.“ The re- 
semblance to a tank of any sort is no 
greater than :he resemblance to a fold- 
ing bed, or 2 gas range, or a railroad. 
roundhouse, to all of which the tank 
had no particular resemblance. It has 
a formidable and teirifying ugliness 
that is all its own, and it has a clumsy 
adaptability, due to the simple fact that 
it can ride over almost any obstacle or 
any depression. 

The “tanks,” like submarines, are 
numbered by letters and numerals, and 
the D-20 and the A-H are two of those 
displayed in the present film. But the 
British soldiers, who fast fall were as 
proud of the behsmoth-like machines as 
a child is of a new toy, gave them pet 
names, and one of zien, appears, from 
the lettering on its side, to have been 
christened the “Oh I Say.” 

The crew of the tank is shown enter- 
ing the door in its flat side. starting 
the flexible rotary casement, or endless 
chain, which runs around the whole 
framework, and putting the rhomboid 
monsper into motion. Off it goes, felling 
trees and flattening barbed Wire, its 
turret sweeping the sides of its path 
with gunfire. The camera follows it 
into No-Man’s Land, but not all the 
way to the German trenches. 

The “tank’’ views are interspersed 
with pictures showing the artillerymen 
8 for an advance on the en- 

y's trenches. The 6-inch and 8-inch 
howitzers: rock back and forth like 
cradles, on their caterpillar wheels, as 
shells are sent to strafe“ the enemy. 
The men, with bayonets fixed, take 
their places in the forward trenches, and 
at the word of command go “over the 
top“ and disappear’ in No Man's Land. 
They return with numerous specimens of 
Friend Fritz’’ and Brother Boche.“ 
The care of wounded Germans, together 
with wounded Englishmen, is shown, 
and some of the captives are noticeably 
mollified by gifts of cigarettes. 

It is noticeable that German prison- 
ers, in the British war pictures, seem 
to prefer to be photographed in the act 
of eating, while a British ‘‘Tommy”’ does 
not think himself ready for the camera 
unless he is wearing a captured Ger- 
man helmet. The present section of the 
Official British Pictures is five reels in 
length, and runs an hour and 15 min- 
utes. The showing at the Columbia is 
continuous, from 1 to 11 p. m. 


CO-OPERATIVE SHIPMENTS 
BOOST HOG RAISING 


Mississippi Farmers, Assured of Pay 
at Market Price, Are Quick to 
Increase Pork Crop. 
JACKSON, Miss., June 26.—Mississippi 
in 1917 will send to markets 200,000 hogs. 
Figures based upon past shipments show 
that the State will send to the St. Louis 
market alone 190,000 hogs in this year. 
In 1915 the State sent to St. Louis only 
6556 hogs. A year later the number was 
53,000. This year co-operative shipments 
of hogs will bring into the cotton State 
at least $5,000,000, when a few years ago 
the hog-raising industry was practicallv 
unknown in the State. Co-operativ2 
shipping of hogs has enabled the small 
farmer *o get market price and to sell 

everythir z he grows. 

The co-operative hog shipments orig 
inated in Yazoo County, in January 
1916. The county farm demonstrator, 
after shipping two co-operative carloads 
of hogs for the Boys’ Pig Clubs and 
realizing market prices, decided that the 
plan should work for the grown farm- 
ers. And it did. Through the assistance 
of the A. and M. State College and pub- 
licity of the press, hog shipping days are 
announced. The college representative 
helps grade the hogs and sends them to 
market. The local bankers advance 
money on the hogs, and thus the farmer 
is paid part cash on delivery at the sta- 
tion.

TWO NORWAY SKIPPERS GAVE 
U-BOATS NEWS OF SHIP SAILINGS 


Fee of $80 for Each Ship Sunk as Re- 

sult Paid to Men Now 

in Prison. 

NEW YORK, June 2.—An officer of a 
liner from a Norwegian port brought 
news yesterday of the arrest and im- 
prisonment of two Norwegian skippers 
of passenger steamships plying between 
ports of Norway and Great Britain for 
giving information to German submarine 
commanders of the sailings of British 
and neutral boats from Norway. 
One of the skippers had been 2 years 
in the trade and had been held in high 
esteem by the Norwegian Government. 
It was learned through secret service 
agents who traveled on his ship and that 
of the other convicted skipper that the 
pair had been working for a year in the 
pay of Germany before their duplicity 
was discovered. 
For every destroyed merchantman 
about which they gave information they 
received $8. The U-boats in the com- 
pact knew the course of the skippers 
and appeared at a certain Position in 
the North Sea to receive information. 
The dates of the sailings of craft that 
the submarines were to attack wers 
given in flag signaling code known only 
to those in the plot. It is said that many 
more vessels of small tonnage than of 
large were victims of the Norwegian 
masters’ connivance with German plot- 
ters.

After sifting all evidence the finding 


appears to be approximately as follow: 

That baseball has suffered a loss of 
attendance in almost every major 
league city, ranging from 8 to # per 
cent. 

That in on!y one city in cither 
major league, Washington, is this 
loss largely attributable to the war. 

That the unusual weather condi- 
tions prevailing in April and May, 
resulting in an unprecedented total 
of 106 postponed games, has caused 
the lower daily average attendance 
during tne first six weeks. 

That the decrease has not been suf- 
ficient to turn profits into losses in 


any club in either league, with the 
possible exception of Washington. 

That both leagues will make almost 
normal profits, as a whole, if the 
daily averages now prevailing con- 
tinue through the season. 

That, up to the present time, de- 
spite bad weather, the daily avor- 
ages show a good margin of proiit. 


Baseball Still Profitable. 


Throughout the season the Post- 
Dispatch has published daily attend- 
ances at the major league parks. In 
five parks the figures are official 


In the others conservative estimaies 
are used But even allowing a 10 per 
cent deduction for overappraisal, 
major league baseball will show a 
profit. 

The figures found elsewhere in this 
article will show the digested 
facts about the season's at- 
tendance figures, Which include 
games to within’ iess than one 
week of the present time. 

They show, for example, a daily 
American League average at- 
tendance 6382, including double 
bills. At an average of 60 cents 
per head, a modest average, too, 
the average receipts per game, 
therefore, is „ As the av- 
erage daily overhead for a 154- 
game season is about $1000 for 
each team, it will be seen that 
thus far, on the average, Ameri- 
can League clubs have a net 
rofit each of over $900 per play -

New York Averages 10,000. 


Not all cities have borné up 
under the strain. As usual the 


American League clubs have av- 
eraged far better than the Na- 
tional, with the exception of the 
Giants. New Yerk clubs have 
shown the astonishing daily av- 
erage of about 10,000 which, at 
Polo Grounds dee pp is equiva- 
lent to almost that many dollars 
ceipts. 
Cleveland, Chicago and the 
world’s champion city, Boston, 
are all holding their own, with 
averages above 7000 per day 
St. Louis is very little if any be- 
low normal, the Cardinals having 
a very fine average considering 
weather and team conditions, 
Washington, with a daily av- 
erage of slightly Over 2000 for 
the season, is at low ebb.

NEW YORK, June 2%.—Something of 
the movements of Alfredo Cocchi, con- 
fessed slayer of Ruth Cruger. imnve- 
j diacely after the murder, last February, 
is expected to be disclosed today by the 
Rev. Gaspar Morretto, manager of the 
St. Rafael Society for Italian Immi- 
grants. 


A subpena calling Father Morretio 
before Edward Swann, District* Attor- 
ney, was issued early today following 
the receipt of dispatches from Bologna, 
Italy, stating that Cocchi, in confessing 
his crime, had asserted that he spent 
two nights in the hotise of a priest in 
Charlton street, this city, before he 
fled from the country on board a Brit- 
ish ship. 

In a statement to an Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, Father Morretta said 
that Cocchi camé for confession about 
the middle cf February. Cocchi was 
greatly agitated, he said, and left, af;- 
er confession, without telling where 
he was going. 

Statements also made by the priest 
disclosed that Helen Cruger, sister 01 
the murdered girl, and a young man 
called on him later and asked if Cocchi 


told them, he said, that he had not seen 
Cocchi, because neither Miss Crugo 
nor the man had any official standing 
and they were not entitled to the in- 
formation. 

Priest’s Statement. 

Deputy Police Commissioner Lord an- 
nounced tonight that he had had a con- 
ference with Father Moretto and that 
the priest had made the following state- 
ment: 

“Bome day in February I returned 
from Ellis Island. I found Cocchi at 
my bome. He had been waiting two 
hours. I nad not seen Codvhi kor five 
years. 

“I heard his confession as a _ priest, 
after which he left and did’ not tell me 
where he was going. 

“About a month later, Miss Helen Cru- 
ger and a young man calied at the home 
and asked if Cocchi had been there. 1 
told them he had not. Inasmuch as they 
were not officers, I did not think it 
necessary that I should give them the 
information."’ 

Miss Helen Cruger, ‘ates of the mur- 
dered girl, testified yesterday before 
Leonard M. Wallstein, Commissioner of 
Accounts, at the inquiry into the police 
handling of the case, that she received 
only scant consideration from the offi- 
cials to whom she appealed to find her 
sister. Although provided with a-letter 
of introduction from Douglas Il. McKay, 
former Police Commissioner, she wag not 
permitted to see Inspector Faurot, she 
said, but was turned Over to a sub. 
ordinate. 

Henry D. Cruger, the father, also tes- 
tified that the police had manifested 
little interest in the case. He formally 
demanded, he said, that Alfredo Coccht's 
bicycle fepair shop be searched, and the 
only search made was perfunttory.

LIVING CONDITIONS UNDER WAR. 
“It took a bloody war to get me a decent liv- 
ing,” says a London workingman, “though labor 
is just as valuable to the country in time of 
peace: 
To those who know the conditions under which 
a great percentage of the population of London 
and other British industrial centers had to live 
before the war—their meager educational advan- 
tages, their restricted opportunities, their desper- 
ate struggle for existence under the weight of a 
land system and a caste system so bearing them 
down that, as Gen. Booth of the Salvation Army 
said, hundreds of thousands had hardly one meal 
between them and starvation—the thought ex- 
pressed seems a very natural one. If the indus- 
tries of peace did not make greater contributions 
to the welfare of humanity than those of war, a 
perpetual continuance of war would be justified. 
Why, indeed, should services of equal or greater 
value in time of peace be denied recognition while 
a juster share of the rewards of his labor is con- 
ceded the worker in time of war? 
But the London working man should look for- 
ward, not backward. A decent living having been 
made possible for him by war, how shail this ad- 
vance be taken away from him when peace comes? 
This is one of the mighty changes creating new 
conditions from which there will be no going 
back to oe prevalent before the war.

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CASH VALUES AND TAXABLE VALUES. 
The State Bureau of Labor Statistics finds that 
unimproved lands in Missouri had an average 
value of $37 an acré in 1912, of $50 an acre in 1916 
and of $54 in 1917.
